EojiDON, March 8.— The midnight dis- 
patch of yesterday from Henry Norman, 
the Daily Chronicle'B correspondent at 
Athena liaa created an excellent irapres- 
sio.u here. He said that there are {jrounds 
to believe that tho Cretan situation is 
improving, and tliat more than one 
power has intimated unofficially that an 
ainjcable exit from the difficulty is still 
poaMble if Greece is willing to consent 
to temporary Turkish Buzerainty over 
Crete, if tbe powers will allow the in- 
httbitanta bf that island when order 
is restored to doeitie tlieir own fiile liy ii 
pIol>iBcile and will appoint a (iieek Clov- 
eriior for the present. The i;ood iiiipres- 
aion c.iiised by this message is duo to the 
fact that the latter part of it belies'ed, 
rightly or wrongly, to have emanated 
from tiie Greek government, and 
looked upon as giving promise that the 
matter may yet be compromised without 
bloodshed. 

The stock exchange here to-day opened 
with', a better tone. The upward 
tendency was not "very pronounc- 
ed, hcjflrever, owing to flattfess 
of the continental bourses. The 
advice from Athens and Constantinople 
indicate that when the powers are 
agreed tia to their general ijolicy, they 
are divided as 'to tlie oliaractor of the 
eocrcioa to be applied to Greece. Two 
currents of feeling prevail. Great Brit- 
ain, France, Italy and Austria on one 
side are sy uipathciic; to Greece, and 
favor mild methods, while Germany and 
Russia insist upon vigorous meaaurea. 
This divergence is manifested in the no- 
gotiiitions preliminary ta drawing np 
tho note to Greece. Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Austria insisted upon 
tlie inaei ting in the provision declaring 
thai Crete would not be andexed to 
Greece, the words "at the present 
juncture." 

This implies that tbe four powers are 
disposed to acquiesce in the annexation 
of the islands to Greece, when the war- 
ike feeling has subsided. Kussia and 
Germany only agreed to this insertion on 
obtainiuc the counter insertion of tlie 
words "Will not hesitate to take any 
coercive steps," in the iilentical notes 
presented to the Greek government on 
Monday last. 

Thus the last clanoe of the note was 
made to read: "Therefore Greece is 
solemnly warned that unless the afore- 
said withdrawal (of tjae Greek troops 
from tbe Island of Crete, and of Greek 
shifss from Uretan waters or from points 
where the powers are in occupation), 
occurs within six days, tlie powers will 
not hesitate to take any coercive steps 
necessary to enforce it tu their decision 
IS irrevocable." This separation of 
Russiaand Francemay have considerable 
influence on future developme'nts in the 
situation. The English l.,iberal news- 
papers are working the plucky Greece 
vein for all it is worth, and are in- 
dulging in hysterical praise oi! her atti- 
tude. 

A big mass meeting has lieen called to 
take place in Hyde Park to-tnorrow to 
protest against the coercion of Greece, 
and the Literal paperE are publiehiiig 
p:ig(!.s of letters iroui unkninvii people 
cheering for Greece. The Greek charge 
(i'all'aires in l^ondon says he is receiving 
every day oilers of volunteers to go to 
Greece, and adils that ho has al- 
ready received subscriptions for the 
Greek cause amounting to £12,000. It 
is further stated that some of the 
English volunteers have already started 
for Athens. Several retired officers of 
the British army have od'ered their ser- 
vices, and a body of one hundred volnn- 
teera commanded by ICnglish officers 
will start for (iroece next week. The 
tireek conaul at Liverpool has also re- 
ceived oU'era from volnnteerB. The leel- 
iiig on tli<! continent appears to be that 
war between Cireece and Turkey is in- 
evitable. According to tho tiatilois, ot 
Paris, iflireece does uot willidraw liur 
troops from Crete in ubeyance lo the 
mandate of the iiowers, Turkey 
will immediately declare war. The 
feeling in political circles in I'dig- 
land, hriwever, in that tlio powers 
will succeed in warding oil' war. This 
sentiment is voitieil with the Saturday 
Review, which says: " The powers are 
resolved that there shall be no war. 
Rumor reaches us from Athens that the 
King of Greece asserts he has an agree- 
ment with Bulgaria as to tbe future par- 
tition of Mdcevionia.and it is known that 
tiio Bulgarians have an agreement with 
the Servians. If this is true, these three 
powers might go ahead and diviile Mace- 
donia, and the powers would have 
more than enough to do to keep 
out of the fray. But, wo re- 
jieaf, the powerii are determined there 
shall be no war. Neither Uuaaia nor 
.\ustria are ready for war and Germany 
lias nothint; to gain thereby. Conse- 
quently, in spite of the Greeks, Bulgar- 
ians, Servians and hysterical English 
radicals w^ believe the peace of Europe 
will be preserved." 

At the same time a large number of 
Unionists are dissatisfied with the posi- 
tion in which Great Britain has been 
|)laced. They say that the Mar(|iiis of 
Salisbury, in hia dreiid of war, is yield- 
ing too much to the powers, who are 
anxious that the integrity of the Turkish 
empire should be maintained regardless 
of what may happen to all tho Eastern 
Christians, and they blame the Marquis 
of Salisbury for not insisting that both 
the Turks and tho Greeks quit Ciete to- 
gather. 

The ultimatum of the powers to Greece 
does not expire till 4 p.m. on Monday, 
instead of ut ooon on that dd^y as gener.- 
ally supposed- At four o'clock on Mob- 
day, it' G'eect is st'.ll 'obdurate, 



the ministers of the six powers 
will leave Athens. It was further 
stated that no hostilities or coercive 
meaaurea are possible until Wednesday, 
as tbe foreign admirals must first bo ad- 
vised of the departure of tho miiiieters 
from Athens. Tho admirals themselves 
will devise a concerted plan to coerce 
Greece, and were engaged to-day in 
drawing up a general scheme to block- 
ada that country. Plans will be for- 
warded to the cabinets of the powers for 
approval. 



GOVERNMENT SUSTAINED. 

French Chamber Pass a Vote of Confidence 
After i ierce Debate. 

Pahis, March 0. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day M. Michelon, socialist, 
representing the 14th district of Paris, 
introduced a measure to separate the 
ciiurcli from the state, and moved ur- 
gency for it. M. Darlin, minister of jus- 
tice, opposed tbe urgency proposition 
and it was defeated by a vote of 323 to 
152. 

M. Bounate, socialist, representing the 
ISth division of Paris, interpellated the 
government relative to measures pro- 
posed to prevent waste of public money, 
lie asserted that over 1.50 inembers 
parliament were connected with various 
linancial concerns. The Minister of 
.Justice replied that the matter was now 
the subject of judicial inquiry. After a 
long and acrimonious debate the cham- 
ber, by a vote of 2dl to ISl expressed 
confidence in the government.

Chambevlaiii Reported Anxions 
to Precipitate the Inevitable 
Struggle AYlth the Boers. 



PuETORiA, March 6. — The entire bench 
of the high court of the South African 
Republic have approved the action of 
the chief justice in closing the high 
court as a mark of resentment of the ac- 
tion of the Volksjraad in placing the 
court under the jurisdiction of the legis- 
lative body. 

London, March 0. — ^The St. James 
Gazette says it is rumored among per- 
sons within the ministerial circle that 
Mr. Chamberlain, colonial secretary, has 
sent an emptiatic message to President 
Kruger, of the South African Kepublic, 
that thealiens act, which is in operation 
in the Transvaal is in contravention of 
tbe provisions of tho London convention 
of 1884, and must be withdrawn. 

The Manchester Guardian says the re- 
lations betiveen Great Britain and the 
government of tho Transvaal are very 
strained, and that Jlr. Chamberlain is 
anxious that the inevitable struggle be- 
tween the two shall come as quitkly as 
possible. 

According to the Guardian, General 
Lord Wolseley, cominander-in-chiof of 
the Mritish, army is said to have 
estimated that 20,000 British troops 
would be sufficient to conquer 
the Boers. In the meantime it is 
understood that President Kruger, of 
the Traii.''vaal republic, is nnmoved, and 
is prepared to resist' till interference on 
the part of ICngland at all cost. 

In the course of tlie discussion of the 
naval estimates in tho House of Com- 
niotis. Sir Charles Dilke said that he 
thought the navy was greatly deficient, 
especially in respect of lieutenants, en- 
gineers and stokers, and even the pro- 
gramme lor building new ships was not 
large enough. 

George J. Goschen, First Ixird of the 
Admiralty, declared that if Great Britain 
sliould go to war to-morrow with two of 
tbe greatest maritime powers, tlie British 
navy would be found distinctly superior 
to both in number as well as the class of 
her sliii^f.

— The Greek consul 
liaa returned hero with tiio reply to the 
admirals of Col. A'assos, tho commis- 
sioner of tireek occupation. The colonel 
agrees to permit tho departure of the 
Mussulman captives at Salino and else- 
vyhere on the conditions that they lay 
down their arms and agree not to' fight 
any further against the Greeks 'during 
present hostilities. It is thought pos- 
sible, in view of this reply, tnat the 
landing of foreign marines at Salino will 
be abandoned. Hostilities, which were 
suspended for several days, have been 
renewed at Candamo, where it is au- 
thoritatively assorted the besieged num- 
ber 0,000. The Turks have throvY-n up 
earthworka to enable them to withstand 
tlio firc of the insurgents, but the latter 
rapidly destroyed the fortifications de- 
spite the brave defense made by the 
Alassulmana. Many were killed on both 
sides. 



AS USUAL. 

The Spring Outbreak of Revolutions in South 
America Has Started. 

Bt;E.vos Ayres, March 6. — ^The city of 
Monte Video ia perfectly tranquil, but 
the revolution has broken out in all the 
remainder of Uruguay. The white and 
national parties are against the govern- 
ment. The latter baa 5,000 men under 
arms and is mobilizing the national 
guards. The number of rovolutioniata ia 
unknown, but is supposed to be large. 
Yeaterdny all tbe telegraph linea out of 
Monte Video were cut, by the revolntion- 
iats. The line to Buenos Ayree was 
ti'iiiiiorarily repaired, but was cut .again 
this morning. Telegraph communica- 
tion lo Buenos Ayres via Galveston is 
working, but tbe other lines are down. 



ON THE SAME MISSION. 

French and English Striving tor Influence 
in Abyssinia. 

LoNiJox, March (J. — The appointment 
of tbe British mission to Abyssinia, now 
about to start for Zeilan, was an- 
nounced in .January last. Its objects 
were mentioned as ainiinc at counter- 
aclii'g those of the French mission 
tinder M. Legarde. Tbe latter mission 
has tho start of the English by four 
months. Before tbe English envoy can 
meet the Emperor, Menelik, Lagarde, 
who has already concluded a commer- 
,cial convention, will have obtained a • 
jiolitical treaty with the Negus, which 
was the main design of France. 



BUTLER'S EXTRADITION. 

He Will Probably Be Handed Over to tbe

Wasiii.vcton, IMarch G.— The record of 
tho testimony taken in San Francisco 
before United States Gommissioner Pea- 
cock in the cause of Frank Butler who 
ia wanted in Australia for murder, has 
reached the state department and is now 
under examination.

Kaiser William Is Fully Deter- 
miced to Root iSocialism to 
the Last Tjace. 



Berlin, March 6.— Throughout the 
week the latest nnti-socialiat speech of 
the Emperor, at the Brimdenburg ban- 
quet, lias echoed and re-echoed all over 
Germany. It appears that the spee^'h 
was much more violent than officially re- 
ported. Hia Majesty really said that 
socialism must be out-rooted to the last 
trace, and he described socialism as 
" That pjBt which infests our whole na- 
tion." He further referred tohisgranu- 
fatlier's (William 1) co-workers, Bis- 
marck and A^on Moltke, as "mere tools 
oi his august will," and coiicludeil wiili 
aayinf;: "I shall be t;lad to know that 
everyone's band is in mine, that of the 
noble and that of the serf." 

The Socialist press replied to the chal- 
lenge. Tlie Vorwaerts in a dehant 
article says: " Gennan socialism will 
know how to defeau projected attempts 
hidden under the cloud o£ loyalty and 
jiatriotism to undermine the sacred 
rights of the people. Down with the 
revolution from above." The Vorwaerts 
adds that the centonnary celebrations 
are lo be mane the occasion for a fresh 
persecution ol socialieni, tlic liberty of 
the press and tlie elec'tion Inuichise. Ju 
another issue the Vorwaerts furnishes 
historical proof in William I's own 
letters, that Wdliani I was the tool of 
Jjismark and Von .MoUke instead of they 
bein<r his, and says: ''He was tlio 
pusliud one and n(jt tlie i)ushei'." 

The corrcspoiulenL ol the Associated 
Press learn a tlu'.t the I'lmjieror is fully 
determiuiil to act up to his words and 
up-root socialism. Uiilortunately, gov- 
ernment circles are divided as to how 
the aim can be accora))lished. The Im- 
perial chaucellor, Prince liohenlohe, ia 
backed up by Dr. von Bosttiche, minis- 
ter of the interior, and Baron Mareehall 
von r>iebor3teiu, minister for foreian 
allairs, against attempting special anti- 
social legislation in the reichstug or to 
restrict tlie present liberty of tlie press 
or the election franchise. On the other 
liand, the Prussian minister of the in- 
terior, Freiiiorr von Der Kecke, von Der 
llorst and Dr. .Aliqnel, the minister of 
tinance, support the Kmperor in liis con- 
viction tlmt repressive measures of ut- 
most severity are needed to 
neutralize the socialist agitation. 
I'rince Jlohenlohe's views are ro- 
ll 'cted by the Cologne Gazette, 
which urges that the existing means 
will suffice to keep socialism under. The 
leading Liberal newspapers express 
tbemaelres similarly. Prince Bismarck, 
however, in the Hamburger Nachrich- 
ten, recommends new anli-soelal laws, 
and says: "If the present cabinet is 
uu) limited to undertake to carry out, the 
imperial will, it ought to be replaced by 
more courageous men." 

The Prussian minister for the interior 
has resolved to take one 8te|) against 
socialism. He intends to dismiss from ' 
otlice any university professor, or state I 
t:ciiool ollicer or teacher persistently 
advocating socialistic measures or views. '

council held on Wednesday, at which i 
the Emperor was present.

In an interview published iu the Coi.- 
osisv yesterday stress \\;is laid upon the 
importance of making the iiiineial wealtli 
and development of the Province known 
in Australia, where there are hundreds 
of people with socio means who would 
be glad to come to liritish Coliinibia if 
they only knew anything about it, "Wc 
are informed that in the cities of Perth 
and Adelaide there are hundred of 
prospectors who arc- very anxious to 
learn about new (ields. As yet hardly 
anything has been made known there 
about our Province. The gentlemen who 
were interviewed by the Coi.osis'i' said 
th.it tiioy liad only seen a single refer- 
ence in a West Australia iiapor to our 
gold fields. Prot)al)ly the article from 
the J.ondon Times, which we reprinted 
yesterday will do more than every thin;; 
else than has ever been said or done to 
make tho mineral wealth of British 
Columbia known to the people of the 
Antipoden.

After tlio street has once bceji 
made tho cost of repairs is Ijorni) out of 
tlie general fund. In most of the Cana- 
dian cities, we think, the coat of pave- 
ments is borne partly by the abutting 
nroperty and partly by the taxpayers at 
large. Wo are inclined to think this is 
more equitable than to put all the cost 
upon the property, for ■while it may he 
true that a first class street adds to the 
value of all the property abutting oa it, 
it is also true that the citizens at large 
enjoy the advantage and tbat property in 
all parts of the city is enhanced in 
Bonie degree in value by street improve- 
ments generally. This statement is sub- 
ject to the qualification that if tvo com- 
peting business or residence streets are 
e<iually in need of improvement and one 
only is improved, the other is p jtata 
disadvantage. The question is one that 
ought to be disposed of by the legisla- 
ture at its present seaaion, and the city 
nounoil ia the, proper body to take the 
lead in the'matter. Large expenditures 
imwt be made upon the bueinesB streets 



to the starry space. It is true 
that, as telescopes have been improved 
and especially since photographic na- 
trononiy has been perfected, the liinic 
has been pushed much further back than 
Herschel supposed it might be found; 
nevertheless modern astronomy Is in- 
clined to accept the auggestion of a lim- 
ited universe aB correct. It seems to be 
logically demonstrable. The position and 
motions ol the stars arc due to laws of 
matter, and human inttdligence is un- 
able to conceive of laws api)lying to a 
limHless universe. Tiie argument for 
this position may be thus briefly stated : 
The law of gravity, or whatever it may 
\yi that maintains an orderly universe, 
depends upon the relation of the stars to 
each other; but if in every direction 
there is an inlinite number of stellar 
bodies, it would follow that at each and 
every point in the universe the force of 
gravity would be identically the same. 
But without variations in the force 
of gravity at difl'erent points, or- 
der would be impossible and 
chaos would be the condition of 
all things. There would he juatnsmuch 
force pulling stones up into the air as 
there would be holding them down to 
the ground. Form, solidity, in fact 
every known attribute of matter would 
heL'omo impossible if the force of gravity 
did not vary at dill'erent points. Wliat 
Heems thus denionatraljle logically seems 
to be supported by obEiTv.ition. 

Sir John llerschel's suggestion was 
that the Milkv Way is the Universe, to 
put the matter in popular language, and 
that the other stars, including the sun 
and its attendant planets, are simply 
parts of that vast Rroup. In other 
words, when we look np into the heavens 
at night and see the golden star-dust ex- 
leading across the zenith we are observ- 
ing in a general sort of way all there is 
of the stars. The dark part of the 
heavens bordering this tract ia 
starless, for, although as we 
iodk uinvard we see stars in it, 
tliL'Ke are really inenibors of the great 
! group, but appear distinct from it, only 
lx!caiise they are nearer to us. For 
illustration take. the case of a long, 
narrow orchard. If observer stand- 
ing at one end looks sideways through 
the rows of tree trunks he will ecCi 
isolated trunks near him, and outside of 
them an open space ; but directly before 
him tho trunks will forin a coniplctebar- 
ri'jr to his vision, if the rowH of Irct'H are 
very long. So with the utars ; when we 
lo'ik .it the Milky Way we are, as it 
were, looking lengthwise of the universe, 
but when we look in other directions we 
are looking towiudH the sides of the 
group, and only see the stars nearest ns 
and the void pi)ai'e beyond. 

tf tlicH'j coni.'l iisioiia are correct, it fol- 
lows llial tile Ktellar uiiiverKL' lias form 
and dimensions, and that the 
stars are not Innummerable, although 
the number may be beyond our 
power of reckoning. Herscliel went so far 
as to suggest what the shape was and 
his (liairraiu was very much like tho let- 
ter \' , the position of tlii' sun, and of 
ciiurae of tho earth, being in one of the 
uruis, near the angle. If asked what is 
beyond tlie borders of the universe, all 
ttiat the astronomer can answer is 
" emptiness." A limitless empty space 
is as impossible of comnroheuBion as an 
inQnito universe of stars, but one or tho 
other must exist and logic and observa- 
tion point to the former as the more 
probable.

The Hon. A. X. liiehards, IJ.C, ex- 
lieutenaut-governor of Biitisb Colum- 
bia, the oldest and one of the most 
prominent lawyers of the province passed 
away at his residence, St. Cliarlea street, 
early yesterday morning. Though his 
death has been almost hourly expected 
for the past two weeks, nevertheless it 
was a great shock to the citizens of Vic- 
toria, where lie was universally re- 
spectetl, to learn from the numerous 
flags ilying " half maat " in tlie city yes- 
terday morning in token of the respect 
and esteem in which the late honorable 
gentleman was held, that he waa dead. 

The immediate cause of death was 
Bright'd disease, following an attack of 
pneumonia brouglit on by a cold caught 
duriPL' the latter part of last summer. 
For four days preceding his death Mr. 
Richards had been totally unconscious. 

Latterly Mr. Richards has mixed very 
little in public life, but in the political 
battles which took place in the province 
last year, ago and infirmities were insuffi- 
cient to keep bim from the arena, to up- 
hold and to strengthen tlio liberal par- 
ty, with which ho has been so intimate- 
ly connected throughout his career. 

The Law Society of the province, oi 
wliich he was an organizer and in which 
lie took great pride and intoreat, has 
lost a bencher of many years' standing. 
The position of honorary treasurer to 
the society has been held by Mr. Ricli- 
ards for the past four years, and the re- 
solutions passed at the annual meeting 
of the society a few days ago testify to 
the regard in which he was held. 

The last appearance in court of the 
deceased was in J uly last, when be ap- 
peared with Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q.C., m 
the case of Harris vs. Dunsmuir. It was 
then apparent that his health waa fail- 
ing, but with indomitable courage he 
refused to give up tlie light until his- 
voice failed liim. It was during the 
cross-e.Kaminatiou by him of Mr. Har- 
ris that this occurred, causing great 
consternation and alarm. 

Mr. Richards was in his 71th year, 
having been born at Brockville, Ont.,oii 
the yth of September, ISL'l.'. l'"olIowing 
in the footstepa of bis elder brotlier, the 
late Sir William Buell iMchai'de, Jlr. 
Kiclianls after having Ijecn at the public 
school at Johnstown, took up the study 
of law, and in 1S48 was called to the bar 
of Upper Canada. He quickly made his 
mark in the profession, and in IHtiS, the 
honor of Queen's Counsel was bestowed 
u Don him, a distinction then less com- 
mon than now. In the same year be be- 
came a member of the old parliament of 
Canada, and was a member of the ex- 
ecuitive council, and solicitor-general for 
! ' Diier Ciuii'.cla, the united provinces hav- 
ing one parliament but two sets of olti- 
cers. He waa twice elec^ted as member 
for South Leeds. In ISiiS hia first visit 
waa paid to Pritisli Columbia, but in the 
fall of the next year, the Dominion gov- 
ernment having a()|)ointed llou. Wm. 
McDoiigall Lieutenant-Governor, to 
organize a new government in 
the Northwest Territories at l>'ort 
Garry, now Winnipeg, Mr. liicli- 
arda accompanied him aa at- 
torney-general iu the iiroviucial govern- 
ment. Kiel and his rebel forces prevent- 
ed the party from getting further than 
Pembina, on the international boundary 
line, and thence they had to return to 
Ottawa. The year following saw Mr. 
Riclinrds again in Gritieh Columbia, the 
impressions of hia former visit having 
induced him to make his home in this 
province, lie waa called to the l)ar of 
I'.ritish Columbia in May, IsTI, and in 
1S7.') raiiie to reside iu N'lctijrhi. He was 
the same le.ir adniitted aa au alloi ney 
of Pritish Columbia. In IS7(i, after 
piactiaing but. one year, he wiis appoint- 
ed Lieutenant -(iovernor, (■(Mitinuing in 
that oflice until 1SS|. After retiring 
from ollice be h^ft the province for a few 
years, but returned iu ISS-l and resumed 
practice as a barrister. He was appoint- 
ed police niagiatrate l"or Victoria in 
March, 18S8, and held that office until 
the necessities of hia own practice com- 
pelled him to give it up. He was con- 
sidered the moat eminent authority in 
the province on constitutional law, and 
his assistance as counsel was frequently 
sought by others of the profession. Few 
legal fights of any importance took place 
in the province iu wliich he didnothave 
a i)art. 

Mr. llichards ^was married in (October, 
1,S-I9, to Miss I'raiicea Chafl'ey, of Somer- 
setahire, Kngland, who died four years 
later, leaving two daughters, Mrs. H, .7. 
Morgan, of Ottawa, and Mrs. W. E. 
Kowley, of Cumberland, ICngland. Hia 
second marriage was to Miaa J'^len Cliaf- 
fey Cliislett, of Pittsburg, Pa., who sur- 
vives hini. The only issue of this mar- 
riage is Mrs. Senkler, of Vancouver. 

During the sitting of the Full court 
yesterday morning, shortly .before ad- 
journment, Mr. Justice MoOreight paid 
a tribute to the tnemory of the c'eceaeed 
gentleman. He said : 

" I have just learned with deep regret 
of the lamented death of Hon. 
A. N. Ilichards, tJ.C. He has helil 
the highest oflice iu this prov- 
inc ', that of Lieutenant-! iovernor. 
lie lias ahvay.s been held in the highest 
itg.ird us a (iistinguiahed loader nf the 
bar. Ill his public and private relations 
he bus been jnatly esteemed for the un- 
av.erviug imegr.ly of his character,

PLIO.ASHI) WITIL THE SLOUAiN'. 

A Large Amount of Ore Being Taken Froai 
the Mines. 

" The Slocaii is a great country," said 
M.J R. (ialtisha yeatorday. " I came 
down from there last evening, ami must 
express my surprise at what I saw. It 
was my first visit and 1 was astonished. 

I had DO idea of the developtneiit wliicli 
is going on there. More than fifty tuineg 
are shipping ore this wiiiter. It is said 
that tlie owni'ra of the Payne mine 
cleaneil up $123,000 during January. It 
waa not neeesaary for me to visit the 
different mines to ascertain what 
they were doing — to visit the 
warehouaea was aaflSeient, In malting 
inquiries at the ofBcea of the different, 
mining companies as to what was being 
done I was shown smelter returns and 
it was satisfying. The district is begin- 
ning to be appreciated hy outsiders. The 
people living there are satislied %vith 
what they have, but now a large number 
of capitalists are going in, many with a 
view of investing. The coming summer 
will witness greater activity than ever 
before. 

"There is a greater amount of busi- 
ness being done at Ainsvvorih than 'or a 
number of years past, and the mines in 
that section are showing up well." 

A GRA7EL FAVEIIENT. 
' In Use on a Toronto Street. 

A paragraph was printed in the Col- 
o.NisT a few days ago regarding a gravel- 
led street Itt Toronto* llBre, is another 
reference to the same street from the 
same paper that the previous one was 
taken — the Toronto .Star: 

"The pavement in Gloucester street is 
an object lesson for those citizens who, 
a few years ago, tore up similar road- 
ways and had cedar block pavements 
laid inatead. At that time Gloucester 
street was a good roadway, and is as 
good as ever to-day, vvliiletlie blocks that 
replaced pavements equally as good as 
that on Gloucester street are worn like 
corduroy, unsightly and unsafe. 

"The pavement in Gloucester street 
was put down twenty-two years ago,and 
consisted simply of a quantity of gravel 
.spread out, and rolled only as 
vehicles passed over it— a primitive 
niethoil, though the result has been 
111031 e.xce. lent. In the tweni y-two years 
of its e.xiHtence the road has had no re- 
pair l.evond that made by Commissioner 
.Jones five years ago, when he re-topped 

II with two niches uf griivel at 11 trilling 
cost. And vcL the rtnid is supeior to 
any block pavement in Toronto and is 
really a first class pavement. 

"In this wav it should be possible for 
the city to solve the problem of paving 
many streets in the suburbs, where the 
property owners are unwilling to add to 
their burdens the coat of brick ur as- 
phalt, (i ravel can be obtained cheaply, 
and, with the aid of the steara rollers, a 

!0od pavement can be seetired at a mod- 
rate rate— a pavement cheap to lay and 

heap to inaiiftain, and giving excellent 

ervice."

borrowing luoiiey for niirennmcrative 
works can he worthy of commendation, 
the i)reBent proposal tor the improve- 
ineiit of our streets, is well worth con- 
sideration. I do not approve of Mr. 
Ker's idea that a rate or rental per foot 
be charged along llie frontage where im- 
provenienta are mti.ie, for the reason 
that the owner of such frontage pays his 
proportion of interest and sinking fund 
the perfonnaiice of the work — tliat 
being the case, where would the justice 
be of making hiiu pay a rate or rent for 
work done with his own money'.' The 
general systeiu o( taxation now in 
use ia ' tho least burdensome, 
hut there shotdd be as ample a 
compensation as possible in the shape of 
improvements in the outskirts of the 
citv, so that all citizens should be bene- 
fited. Whilst 1 freely admit that the 
central and husineaa part of the city 
shou d be put in a first-class condition 
first, and always kept so, yet the suburbs 
must not he neglected. If the sum pro- 
posed to be borrowed is spent in tho 
inner circle, according to tho Mayor's 
proposal. Ibis would liberate or make 
available the usual annual appropriation 
for streets, and it is quite possible if the 
niuiiicipnl coil iicil giuiraiitee by resolu- 
tion that 6uch annual appropriation is 
expended in fair proportions in the 
North and South wanla, that the rate- 
payers in those warrls would flgreo to the 
borrowing of iMOO.UOO, aproid over a 
term of three years. Should my sugges- 
tion be favorably considered, no section 
of the citv would be iiegleiited.

knowledge and tiiey niay never reach 
him. Tliere is, therefore, no question 
but your views are correct in reference 
to the necessity for a trail'through Cana 
(lian territory, and the appointment of 
customs ollicers to see that the Yukon 
region, east of the boundary line, ia not 
supplied with gooda from the I'nited 
States without payment of duty, to the 
delrimeut oi Canadian merchanta.

The Fall coUrli eoinpoaed o£ Justices 
McCreight> Walkem, Drake and McColl, 
have been for the last two days hearing 
tho appeal in the Nelson tt Fort Shep- 
pard Railway Company v. Jerry et al, 
better known as the " Paris Bell'\" min- 
ing case. Mr. W. J. Taylor and Mr. K. 
Cassidy appear for the defendants (ap- 
pellants), and Mr. L. P. Dull' appears for 
the plaintill's. The judgment appealed 
from ia is one delivered by Chief Justice 
Davie, and it deals with the queslioa of 
locating mineral lands in the province, 
and what it ia that conatitutes a mineral 
claim. A great deal of interest is taken 
in the outcome. The railway company 
received a grant of public land in aid of 
its railway, wliicli grant was iesued 
March S, 18!i5, and in the action aued 
for the poaseesiou of certain lands com- 
posed in tho grant, to which the defen- 
dants claim title under location as min- 
eral claims alleged to have been made 
by E. J. Noel, known as the /enith, and 
Jerrv, known aa the Paris Belle, Jan- 
uary 3, 1895. 

The railway company contend that 
their grant relates back to the period of 
selection of alternate blocks,' under the 
subsidy act, viz. March 23, 1895, and 
that the lands ever since that time, have 
btten in the lawful occupation of the 
company and not open to entry, not be- 
ing mineral lands. The Chief Justice 
belli at the trial that at the time of the 
location of the Paris Belle on the 3rd 
January, 1895, the land waa occupied 
by the plaintifl'a for other than mining 
purposes and therefore the entiy and 
location of the Paris Belle was, for want 
of compliance with the conditions as to 
security pointed out by section 10 of the 
act, illegal and void; that the location 
was also void on the ground that " rock 
in i)lace " has not been discovered and 
that the plaintiffs' failure to file an ad- 
verse claim does not debar tbem from 
impeaching the validity of tho defend- 
ants' title. 

The mining company's contention ia j 
that tho railway grant only has ell'ect 
from its date, and that the Paris J5elle 
claim being located prior to that time 
the ground covered was excepted from 
the grant as definitely as if surveyed out 
by metes and bounds; and that, assum- 
ing the railway grant in eli'ect dates from 
the time of selection of alternate blocks, 
so much of the Paris lielle as covers the 
old Zenith was cut out, as the Zenith 
waa then a live claim ; that, in any oaae, 
the omission to give an entrv bond is not 
sufTicient grounti for invalidating the 
claim, nor is it necessary that walls 
should be discovered to constitute "min- 
eral in place." 

A long discussion took place yesterday 
as to when the railway company could 
be said to liave definitely selected its 
subsidy lands — the plaintifTs li.xing the 
time at the period of the alternate block 
selection, and the defendants at the time 
when the plana of survey were approved 
by the covernment. 

Mr. Cassidy '■oncludcd the argument 
for the defendants yesterday morning, 
and on Monday Jlr. L. P. Duff, for the 
plaintill's, will present the other side of 
the argament.
